“The legacy of discrimination, slavery, Jim Crow, 
has meant that some of the institutional barriers 
for success for a lot of groups still exist,” Obama 
said Friday at Binghamton University in New %rk. 
‘African-American poverty in this country is still 
significantly higher” than for other groups, he said. 

Since taking office in 2009, Obama has backed 
proposals to aid lower-income minorities: early- 
education programs, expanded Pell grants for stu- 
dents from poorer families, an $850 million boost 
for historically black colleges and raising the mini- 
mum wage. Among those who may gain from his 
health-care law are more than 7 million uninsured 
blacks.

Adrian Peterson, RB, Vikings 


FIRST ROUND 


Drew Brees, QB, Saints 


I am a big believer in picking 
the best player available, and 
AP is the best. He was better 
than anyone could imagine 
coming off a torn ACL. The 
stats were mindblowing: over 
2,000 yards rushing, 12 touchdowns and 6 
yards per carry. 



Brees has been the top fantasy 
scorer the past two years. He’s 
averaged 5,327 passing yards 
and 44.5 TDs during that time, 
coach Sean Payton is back and 
the Saints still can’t stop the 
40-year-old virgin from scoring. Expect more 
shootouts and another 5,000 yards. 



Caivin Johnson, WR, Lions 


SECOND ROUND I Doug Martin, RB, Buccaneers 


There was no Madden cover 
jinx for Megatron in 2012. 

122 receptions, just under 
2,000 yards receiving and 
five scores. It should be 
noted that Johnson may have 
played with broken fingers. So if he’s healed 
and Matthew Stafford’s accuracy improves, 
Megatron will be mega-great in 2013. 



Let’s say Peterson comes back 
to earth. He has averaged 1,729 
total yards and 13 TDs per year 
in his career. Buuuuut, all the 
top 5 fantasy backs last year 
had similar-if not better-stats 
than that in 2012. One of those: Martin. He isn’t 
a better back than AP, but he’s the best bet to 
have a year like AP did in 2012. 



Cam Newton, QB, Panthers

Time to pick a QB, and this will 
be Newton’s breakout year. 
The Carolina signal caller was 
outstanding in the second half 
of 2012, and he has solid weap- 
ons in Steve Smith, Greg Olsen 
and Brandon LaFell. Newton also is a force on 
the ground. I predict over 3,500 yards passing 
and 700 yards rushing for Newton in 2013.

Time to skip 
on picking a WR and grab the 
league’s best tight end. Brees 
calls him “Avatar” because he plays like he’s

Dez Bryant, WR, Cowboys 



Jimmy Graham is the best fan- 
tasy tight end; in most drafts 
he’ll be gone by Round 4. So 
who’s second best? It’s Jason 
Witten, the model of consis- 
tency. He’s played in all 16 
regular-season games the past nine years. This 
veteran had over 1,000 yards receiving in 2012 
and was targeted 150 times by Tony Romo. 


With the best receiver off the 
board, I had to choose between 
Brandon Marshall, A.J. Green 
and Bryant. Marshall and Green 
are great choices, but I have to 
rely on what I know best: stats. 

Bryant had 12 scores on 138 targets last year. 
That’s more scores than Green and Marshall had 
on 164 and 192 targets, respectively.

Andy Eninger and John Loos on GayCo’s new sketch show, ‘#GodHatesHashtags’

When Andy Eninger co-founded GayCo 
through The Second City Training Center in 
1996, DOMAhad just been passed into law 
and such a thing as an LCBT sketch comedy 
group was almost unheard of. 

Now, 17 years and more than 25 comedy 
revues later, CayCo debuts its latest show, 
“#GodHatesHashtags,” which explores 
LCBT life— and the inanity of social media 
profiles, the rise of twerking and the corpo- 
ratization of gay rights groups — in a world 
where DOMA no longer exists. 

Eninger— who became an alumnus of the 
group in 2010 to concentrate on his then-new 
job as head of the writing program at The 
Second City— returned to direct and co-cre- 
ate the show with the cast, which includes his 
real-life partner, current ensemble member 
John Loos. We caught up with Eninger and 
Loos to find out more about their views on 
LCBT comedy, social media and staying edgy 
in a time when acceptance is the new normal. 

How the sketches came to be 
John Loos: We wanted to have a show 
that was forward-thinking, fresh, ahead of 
the curve in terms of the gay and lesbian 
community ... things that inspired us were 
certainly the Russian anti-homosexual laws, 
the Stoli boycott, the advancement of mar- 
riage and also the tide turning on American 
society’s view of homosexuality in general. ...

We took that and thought, “What’s the next 
step? What happens when there’s no more 
homophobia? Who are we then?” and ran 
with those ideas. 

Andy Eninger: We looked at both the univer- 
sal and the personal. There was a guy in the 
group going through a breakup. One guy is 
in the process of working with a surrogate to 
have a baby ... As John said, the tide is turn- 
ing. And we found out that that was true on a 
macro level for society in general but also for 
individuals. 

How GayCo has evolved since 1996 

AE: When GayCo started off, it had to speak 
for “the gay perspective.” 

JL: It was the only gay sketch comedy group. 
So just by existing, we were subverting the 
norm and were kind of dangerous in that way 
But since then— and this is a good thing— 
there’s been a lot more gay sketch comedy 
groups that have popped up. ... One of the 
challenges of staying relevant is ... keeping up 
with the constantly evolving world of LCBT 
people in this country 


On love in the age of Grindr: 

AE:I went back to my alma mater— Miami of 
Ohio, a conservative school— and everyone’s 
on Grindr now ... And it pisses me off cause 
{laughs} when I was in school— in the mid 
’80s— and just coming out, it was so difficult 
to meet other gay people even on a social 
level, let alone dating. 

JLThe amount of interconnectivity and op- 
portunities to ... seek each other out and the 
groups that are available are totally different 
just within a decade. 

How they really feel about social media 

JL: I love it when people “like” their own 
posts on Eacebook. 

AE: I do a lot of Second City corporate train- 
ing work. Every company is trying to find 
its online presence and they’re all obsessed 
with making it feel genuine and authentic 
and really connecting with people, but in 
the background, it’s always so artificial and 
constructed. 

JL: I have five different Twitter accounts on 
my phone right now [Laughs] I tweet for 
GayCo, I tweet for myself, I tweet for Pinque 
Pony, which is Andy’s and my two-person 
show And then I have a couple characters 
that I tweet as. It’s a fun challenge to get out 
a comedic idea at a 140 -character limit and an 
easy way to constantly create content. ... I’m 
just catching up to 2008 now

Martin (Eric Bana) takes over defending a 
suspect in the bombing of a London market 
after the Turkish-born man’s previous lawyer 
seems to have committed suicide. Claudia 
(Rebecca Hall) is the special advocate on the 
case. Martin and Claudia have a romantic 
past because that’s always the deal in mov- 
ies like this. Can anyone uncover the truth 
behind an attack that killed 120 people 
without legal procedure or a variety of dirty 
secrets getting in the way? 

The special advocate and defense lawyer 
can’t legally communicate, but there 
wouldn’t be much of a movie otherwise. 
When characters aren’t constantly reiter-

ating the importance of this case, Steven 
Knight’s (“Dirty Pretty Things”) script has 
some snappy dialogue. Jim Broadbent, Ci- 
aran Hinds and Riz Ahmed help the movie’s 
fringes come to life, though Julia Stiles 
has virtually nothing to do as a journalist 
who doesn’t really do anything. This is a 
familiar surveillance story that hasn’t been 
fleshed out enough to offer twists, only soft 


inevitabilities and a resolution that makes a 
point that has been hammered home many 
times before — and then chickens out on its 
impact. 

Modest and OK for a lazy Sunday 
afternoon on the couch, “Closed Circuit” 
is recommended for people who like their 
political thrillers easily unraveled and even 
more easily forgotten.

It’s not just a sandwich. It’s an obsession. 
The meat and cheese on the Mr. G sub 
($8.25) at J.P. Graziano is sliced in the same 
order every time: provolone followed by 
prosciutto, Genoa salami and hot sopres- 
sata (or “super sod”— like Tony Soprano, Jim 
Graziano uses the Neapolitan dialect to 
describe his meats). If the meats aren’t cut 
that way, the order is restarted. It’s a quality 
control mechanism so the sandwich mak- 
ers know what they’re making. “It’s might 
seem controlling, but that detail is what 
makes great food,” Graziano said. 

If you’ve ever scraped the roof of your 
mouth on a crusty sub bun, you can ap- 
preciated that Graziano cuts the sandwich 
on a bias, which makes it easier to take the 
first bite of the crispy-crusted coal-fired 
Italian loaf from D’Amato’s Bakery 

The condiments — Roman- style arti- 
chokes, basil, red wine vinegar-dressed 
lettuce and tangy funky truffle-mustard 
vinaigrette (whipped up daily from 
products Graziano sells to his wholesale 
customers) offset the richness of the meats. 
The vinaigrette is slathered on both sides 
of the bun, while a spicy oil, reserved from 
hot giardiniera brine, is drizzled on only 


one side to prevent sogginess. 

The sandwich was inspired by the Will 
Special— a sub invented by local foodie 
Will Philpot with the folks at Riviera 
Italian & American Imported Foods (3220 
N. Harlem Ave.)— that a local food writer 
asked Graziano to recreate at his shop. 
Graziano said, “I love the guys at Riv- 
iera. They’re one of my oldest wholesale 
customers. I recreated the sub they do, but 
then I started thinking of ways to improve 
it to my taste.” His father, also Jim Gra- 
ziano, but known as Mr. G, had recently 
passed away, so the younger Graziano 
named the sub after him. “It puts a smile on 
my face to hear my dad’s name with every 
order,” Graziano said. 

If you’ve never ordered a Mr. G, Gra- 
ziano will try to steer you away He said, “I 
always tell people to order an Italian sub 
first. If we can’t make an Italian sub, why 
would you try anything else?” Graziano has 
impeccable taste, but don’t listen to him. 
Trust us, he makes a great Italian, but it’s 
the Mr. G you want.
